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Camps Bay. A sea-side resort of great popularity. It 
is reached from Cape Town by an excellent service of 
trains. The route, via the Kloof Nek (which is marked in 
the picture by the roadway shown near the base of the 
range of mountains at the back), is most picturesque, and 
quite one of the beauties of the Penin sula. Unlike its rival, 
Muizenberg, Camps Bay offers no attraction for bathers, 
the water being both cold and treacherous. Fine sea¬ 
water baths, however, have been erected close to the 
Tramway Company’s power station. 
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
